There is a serious probiem in 
the ciassroom,” he continued 
“The teacher is teaching the pupi! 
what he knows, however this may 
or may not heip that person when 
he goes out in the worid 

“There is also a real difficulty in 
not reaching enough peopie. Right 
now the ones going to school are 
from the mainstream. There has to 
bw an effort to teach those who 
don't know about education — to 
reach those who live out of the way 
of the educational mainstream.” 

One of the bilis Greene has 
written and is trying to pass is AB - 
681. It is a proposition that wouid 
phase out burning of agricultural! 
residue products 

“This is an issue that is 
especiaily important in the Sac- 
ramento and Davis areas,’ the 
assemblyman said. “The smog 
here is bad enough, but with the 
crop burning it becomes 
unbeareble. We have to start 
cleaning up somewhere.” 

This bill would designate cer- 
tain days for crop burning and the 
farmers wouid also have to pay a 
license fee in order to register for 
the burning days. 

AB - 681 didn’t pass lasi year 
and Greene doesn't expect it to 
pass this year either.

After his 17 years in the Assem-

Gibson points out that while 
there has always been money 
alloted from the $10 individual 
Student fees that comes to the ASI 
most of it has not gone to provide 
Students with activities they care to 
attend 

In fact, | think we can say that 
in the past, there have been no ac- 
tivities On this campus. This is one 
of the few bastions of free flowing 
ideas and people ought to get in on 
this. When they go out into the rea! 
world, they have to understand 
that they'll be dealing with 
different Cultures and 
backgrounds 


Gibson admits that activities 


must be geared toward the 
interests of the majority of 
Students. “We need to identify and 


recognize the fact that we have 
older students here.

Public relations and marketing 
play alarge part in Gibson's planto 
project a “positive” image of the 
ASI to the students and the com- 
munity. He spent a large part of the 
summer contacting local media to 
emphasize ASI's positive outiook 
this year 

“It's important for us to work to 
better our image in the community 
We ve had kind of an island men- 
tality, where people say, ‘oh yeah, 
there's a school over there.’ They 
don't know where we are. We don't 
do enough to and for the com- 
munity 

Gibson feels that he and 
President Johns are interested in 
giving the university a new image 
and make it a desirable place to 
come for an education 

When you look at the caliber of 
the students that come to this 
school, most people see that the 
entrance requirements are lower 
and feel that anything this school 
does is going to be overshadowed 
by a school with higher entrance 
requirements 

“But when you look at the 
reasons why people come to a 
school like this, they come 
because they don't have much 
money to spend on education. My 
experience has been that I've come 
across some of the brightest 
people here. You learn so muchin 
class, but you learn a lot more by 
working and talking with other 
people’ 

Gibson feels this year's Senate

“I'm out to embellish 
people's resumes,” Gibson 
stressed. ‘If people aren't working, 
they should be removed from their 
positions. When senators walk in 
they know they have to work for 
the good of the whole university, 
not themselves. We have to make 
every dollar count, stretch it as far 
as it Can go, and when people say 
they're going to do something, 
they have to do it. Otherwise when 
people see them not doing their 
job they'll say, ‘all students are like 
that.’ ” 

Gibson says his concern with 
positive public relations is not only 
to combat a bad public image 
begun by former president Young 
and previous Senates, but “to set 
Ourseleves in a positive light so 
that people will come to us being 
positive. Rather than knowing just 
what they can get out of ASI, we 
want to know what they can giveto 
it.” 

Yet Gibson's path has not been 
the smoothest since he took office 
four months ago. Over the 
summer, the ASI budget was 
delayed for three months while it 
waited for President Johns’ 
signature. Gibson took action and 
wrote the president demanding the 
budget be signed 

“Our programs suffer because 
of it (the delay). We couldn't hire a 
new Children’s Center director 
because we didn't know what the 
funding would be. It turned out the 
budget was approved except for 
two items, the program board and 
athletics. When we finally said it 
should be done, it was done 

Gibson cites the budget 
situation as one example of the 
effect students can have on the 
way things work 

“People have an idea that they 
can't really have an effect on things 
and | think that’s passing the buck

Gibson strongly believes com- 
promises between the ad- 
ministration and ASI or any on - 
campus organization can be 
worked out by keeping cool heads 
“We don't need any yelling mat- 
ches. The administration does not 
have a comprehensive understan- 
ding of how the Associated 
Students works; therefore, it 
follows that they don't necessarily 
know what's right. The point of dis- 
cussing things with them (the ad- 
ministration) is to point out why 
we're right so we can change 
things. If we're wrong, we're 
wrong 


“To be honest, | think the As- 
sociated Students was set up to be 
a debating society, not a function- 
ing organization. The Senate Chair 
probably has more power than the 
President has. Brian (Welch, this 
year's chair) and | don't always 
agree on things, but | think he's 
probably the best Senate Chairs 
that’s come along,” Gibson said 

But Gibson is well aware of his 
limitations, most of them related to 
time. “There really isn't enough 
working time in the day. | don’t ex- 
pect to be able to get everything ! 
would like to see accomplished 
done and in that respect, it frus- 
trates me. At 21 years old, | don't 
have it down. | make mistakes — a 
lot more than | care to admit. But! 
don't think we'll have the problems 
we had in the past.”

The Goodrich...er, Goody 


A $2.5 million, 
mammoth bag

While pr vate jets — mere specks on the horizon 
— mac’. ineir way through the skies of Sacramento's 
Executive Airport, a great lumbering sausage shape 
looms low over an adjoining field 


It too is engaged in mocking of a sort — for 
although its operational speed is a non - mercurial 
35 miles per hour (for climb, cruise and dive), the 
technological wonders streaking faster than sound 
into the clouds beyond are ignored and ali eyes are 
transfixed on the approaching silver spectacle The 
Goodyear blimp Columbia is landing! 


A flurry of ground crew activity begins. Since a 
blimp must land into the wind, the ground crew chief 
holds up a wind sock to guide the pilot. Like a well - 
choreographed dance, two teams of three men each 
catch the trailing nose lines (two long ropes that 
always remain hanging from the blimp’s nose) and 
dart to either side. They prepare to dig in their heels 
and hold until another team can rush to the gondola 
(the car hanging below the bag), grab the handrails 
and toss enough ballast aboard to keep the blimp 
grounded 


Blimps are difficult to land. Their twin, six 
cylinder 210 hp. propeller engines must be driven 
full power, nose down to the earth and then dealt 
with quickly and precisely by ground crew so that 
the six - story structure is not flung about by 
crosswinds or gusts 

The airship is then inched along on its one wheel 
towards a 30 - foot pole called the mooring mast 
High atop waits a crew member who will anchor the 
nose onto a trailer hitch - like device Like a fitful 
sleeper, the Columbia, attached only by its nose to 
the mast, will be left overnight to rotate about the 
mast as the wind changes 


The Columbia holds 202,700 cubic feet of helium 
— anonflammable gas — in its Dacron fabric, rubber 
- coated envelope but carries only seven passengers 
{including one pilot) in its gondola. Most of the 
riders are Goodyear customers (and management) 
and ride by invitation cnly, meaning you need 
connections 

The Goodyear dirigible began its promotional 
tour last spring. Starting from its base in Los 
Angeles, the blimp worked its way up to Seattle and 
is ending its two - week visit in Sacramento on Mon- 


day. From here it travels to Los Angeles where it will

While landing a blimp is a compiex operation, 
watching a blimp take off is comical. The typical 
takeoff weight is 100 - 200 pounds. At the command 
of “Up Ship!" the blimp is literally bounced on its 
wheel and tossed into the air by the crew. The pilot 
then advances the throttles as the ship scrambles for 
altitude, climbing at a startling angle 

The ‘Super Skytacular,” an electronic marvel on 
$s used to display public service 
messeges, greetings and animation to night 
j es on the ground. _The sign isa result of five 
years of intensive research and an earlier prototype 
With the Columbia flying at 1,000 feet, the sign can 
be read by people on the ground from one mile on 
either side of the airship.

Old fighter planes 
never die, they 
become racers 





The winner in the unlimited championship was 
John Crocker of San Mateo, who was clocked at 422 
mph.
